LATEST DEVELOPMENTS ON ) substantial savings on Club renovation highlighted the January 
PROGRESS ON PRESS CENTER ) 21 meeting of the OPC's Board of Governors. Officers and 

governors learned that, on January 18, members of the Club's 
Executive Committee, as well as WILLIAM F. BROOKS, chairman, Management and Operations Com- 
mittee; William Pahlman, the Club's decorator, the Club Manager James Foley, met with Webb 
& Knapp construction and architectural executives. 

Revised plans were approached by the Club's representatives. Such plans, involving 
avoidance of certain zoning restrictions, should result in large-scale savings. President 
J. CLIFFORD STARK, who presided, remarked that considerable credit was due Past President 
WILLIAM P. GRAY, President of the Correspondents Fund, and Vice President A. WILFRED MAY, 
in bringing about the arrangement for Mr. Zeckendorf's cooperation in the project. 

Further Board action concerned changes in the By-Laws as recommended by Past President 
WILLIAM P. GRAY, the effect of which will be tos 

1. Increase the term of Board members from one to two years. This will be accom- G 
plished by electing seven Board members in odd years, and six in even years. To install 
the new system this year, the membership will vote for 13 members with the six getting the 
highest number of votes declared elected for two years, and the seven next highest elected 
for one year. Alternates elected as usual will, if they fill vacancies on the Board, serve 
until expiration of the term of the Governor whose office the alternate fills; 

2, Increase the number of signatures required on nomination petitions from five to 20; 

3. Give all Members (not only those outside New York) the right to cast ballots by 
mail. 

In another Board decision, and carrying out a Constitutional mandate, the Board also 
fixed the ratios of membership for the 1953-1954 fiscal year as follows: 

"Me total of Associate and Affiliate membership shall at no time exceed 75 per cent 
of the total active membership. 

"Tn the event the quota of Associate or Affiliate membership exceeds the above maxi- 
mum, the Admissions Committee shall suspend action on any new applications in these cate- 
gories until such time as vacancies exist in the permissable quotas and vacancies shall be 
filled from applications on the waiting list in the order of their receipt.

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INTERNATIONAL PRESS CORPS "OCCUPIES" BERLIN 
TO COVER BIG FOUR CONFERENCE THIS WEEK

BERLIN, January 30 -- (To the Overseas Ticker) -- The Big Four Conference is really- 
cranking up business here, with dozens of correspondents already here and a total press 
census expected in the hundreds -- both American and otherwise. At press time, nothing 
definite had been decided on whether the credentials issued by the three Western powers 
would be acceptable to the Russians when the meeting moves from Berlin's West to East 
sector. The "Little Four" technical experts have been meeting to iron out just such 
questions. 

The West Berlin senate press chief, Dr. Hirschfeld, has set up a modern press office 
and taken over a complete building right next to the meeting place in the West sector. 
The German post has moved in with the latest in teletype, telephone and other equipment, 
giving everyone facilities to file their stories to any point in the world. Reporters 
from all over the globe have filed more than 700 applications for the international press 
card authorizing people to use this huge 10-story press building. Most of the agencies 
and radio and TV networks, both European as well as American, have taken office space in 
the building. On the 10th floor, one of Berlin's top hotels is setting up a dining room 
and bar, which is supposed to be kept open most of the day and night. So reporters will 
actually find a press center offering "soup to nuts" to all. 

Col. ROBERT SHINN, OPCer and chief public information officer for the Army in Europe, 
is in tow from Heidelberg to help with press arrangements for the conference. 

Among correspondents who had checked in at press time: Germany bureau chief E.C. 
DANIEL of the New York Times, as well as Cy Sulzberger and Geraldine Sheehn ... DON COOK 
and Gaston Koblenz for the New York Herald Tribune ... Besides their Berlin bureau chief
